Switching to Elliott 


The deadlock in 
the 
republican 
district 
convention 
was broken by 
Wayne county and the nomination 
of Richard N. Elliott 
of Conners- 
ville made possible 
last night when 
five delegates from Wayne opposed 
to Byram C. Robbins of Richmond 
agreed after the eighty-first 
bal­ 
lot to allow a solid vote to be cast 
for Robbins providing the delegation 
would then vote its total of thirty- 
one votes for Elliott. 
On 
the 
eighty-second 
ballot 
Wayne went 
solidly 
for 
Robbins 
and 
the 
other delegations 
voted 
substantially the same way they had 
been voting for hours. Then on the 
eighty-third ballot Wayne made it 
•thirty-one for Elliott and the 
Fay­ 
ette 
county 
delegation 
and other 
supporters of Elliott 
went wild be­ 
cause they knew they could nomin­ 
ate their candidate with the support 
of Wayne county, the largest in the 
distrust. 
With Wafite’s 
thirty-one, 
Elliott had .fifty-five votes 
and 
on 
the eighty-fourth 
and 
last ballot 
Fayette's hopes were realized when 
the Union 
county delegation 
left 
Walter Bossert and cast its 
solid 
vote of five for Elliott, giving him 
barely enough 
to be 
nominated— 
sixty votes. 
The Wayne county delegation be- 
^gan to see after fifty or sixty bal­ 
lots had been cast that there 
was 
little chance to nominate their can­ 
didate because he was not recruiting 
strength from any other delegation. 
Their only hope was to break into 
some delegation that 
was standing 
for its own candidate—either Henry 
or Shelby—-to get enough votes 
to 
nominate. 
They 
soon found 
that 
would be impossible because" the 
Barnard candidates were on 
their 
candidate to stay 
and 
the Shelby 
county delegation would never 
do 
»anything but cast its solid vo^e for 
Elmer Bassett. 
Then Wayne county came to 
the 
conclusion that 
if they 
could not 
nominate their own 
candidate, 
the 
next best thing was 
to be respon­ 
sible for the nomination of some 
other candidate. 
On account of the 
kindly 
feeling for 
Elliott 
in the 
Wayne county crowd, the delegates 
were nil ‘agreed he was the man the 
delegation should support. 
Wayne 
county republicans also pointed out 
that Wayne and Fayette counties al­ 
ways 
were good 
friends 
because 
they were formerly in a joint legis­ 
lative district and never had a fuss. 
Franklin county leaned 
towards 
Elliott all the way. 
On every bal­ 
ls t it cast three or four votes 
for 
Fayette county candidate, and most 
of the time 
put 
all seven of its 
votes in the Elliott column. 
Union 
county 
started 
out 
by 
splitting its 
five votes 
up all the 
way round, but 
it 
evidently 
got 
tired figuring out the fractions be­ 
cause there were not enough votes 
to go around. 
Walter Bossert, of Union, the dis­ 
trict chairman, 
was not placed be­ 
fore the convention as a candidate 
but hfi broke into the running on the 
third ballot, after Dr. Robert L. Ral­ 
ly, president of Eariham college, had 
retired at the beginning of the sec­ 
ond ballot, and. received ten votes— 
two from Union, two from Franklin
